that the decision of the Court of Appeal 

in the recent case Fishenden v. Higgs and 

Hill will generally be welcomed. The 
Court of Appeal refused to give leave for a further 
appeal to the House of Lords, and we believe that 
the matter is no longer sub judice so far as the 
main points dealt with in the judgments are con- 
cerned, though it is possible that some further 
questions may arise in connection with the assess- 
ment of damages. In the following observations 
we must only be taken to be expressing our personal 
views on three of the points decided by the Court 
of Appeal, viz. (1) the refusal to adopt any fixed 
angle of light as applicable to disprove obscuration 
in certain circumstances; (2) the substitution of 
damages for an injunction in certain cases; and 
(3) certain expressions of opinion on the bearing 
in such cases of locality. As Lord Halsbury pointed 
out in Colls Case, the very flexibility of the nuisance 
test was its great merit when applied to the varying 
circumstances incidental to light cases. And the 
second point that appears to us satisfactory is that 


fe a practical point of view, we think 


the case was held to be one in which an injunction | 


should not be granted, but which could be met by an 
award of damages, though the discretion of the Courts 
in this matter should be left absolutely unfettered. 

Lord Macnaghten dealt with this question at 
some length in Colls Case. He pointed out that it 
had been said that an injunction ought to be granted 
when substantial damages would be given at law, 
but said that he had some difficulty in following out 
this rule, and expressed a doubt whether the amount 
of damages which may be supposed to be recoverable 
at law affords a satisfactory test. And then there 
followed the following passage in his judgment: “ In 
some cases, of course, an injunction is necessary— 
if, for instance, the injury cannot fairly be com- 
pensated by money—if the defendant has acted in 
a high-handed manner—if he has endeavoured to 
steal a march upon the plaintiff, or to evade the 
jurisdiction of the Court.” It is to be noticed that 
all these elements were absent in the case we are 
considering. Then he proceeded: ‘But if there 
is really a question as to whether the obstruction is 
legal or not, and if the defendant. has acted fairly 
and not in an unneighbourly spirit, I am disposed to 
incline to damages rather than an injunction. It is 
quite true that a man ought not to be compelled to 
part with his property against his will or to have the 
value of his property diminished without an Act of 
Parliament. On the other hand, the Court ought 
to be very careful not to allow an action for the 
protection of ancient lights to be used as a means of 
extorting money. Often a person who is engaged 
in a large building scheme has to pay money right 
and left in-order to avoid litigation which will put 
him to even greater expense by delaying his pro- 
ceedings. As far as my own experience goes, there 
is quite as much oppression on the part of those who 
invoke the assistance of the Court to protect some 
ancient lights which they have never before con- 
sidered of any great value, as there is on the part 
of those who are improving the neighbourhood by 
the erection of buildings that must necessarily to 
some extent interfere with the light of adjoining 
premises.” (These observations have also no appli- 


cation tc the case we are considering.) 


Just as Lord Halsbury pointed out that those 
cases which had laid down that the owner of a 
dominant tenement was entitled to all the light, 
would, if applied, render it almost impossible for towns 
to grow, and would formidably restrict the rights of 
people to utilise their own land, so would any hard 
and fast rule as to the nature of the remedy tend in 
the same direction. The greatest latitude is desir- 
able in the application of both the above principles. 

As at present reported, only one other point 
appears to call for comment in this case. It was 
pressed upon the Court, on behalf of the appellants, 
that in considering the question whether, after 
obstruction, a room was adequately lighted, the 
standard of the locality had to be regarded, and 
other parts of Mayfair were instanced where the 
standard of light was lower than on the site in 
question ; but Lord Justice Maugham, in the course 
of the argument, showed that at any rate some limit 
must be placed on this theory, as, if applied to the 
Commercial Road; where the streets are wide and 
the houses low, it would involve the contention 
that there was a higher standard of light in the 
East End than in a residential area, and the Court 
of Appeal held that the learned Judge in the court 
below had given due consideration to the question 
of locality. The plaintiff was entitled to have 
consideration given to the type of house in which 
he lived, and to the fact that it was in a residential 
district, and it would be unreasonable to treat 
Chesterfield-gardens on the same basis as other 
streets in Mayfair. 

This point as to locality was raised in a Court of 
First Instance in the case Horton’s Estate, Ltd., v. 
James Beattie, Ltd. (1927, 1.Ch.75; The Builder, 
July 23, 1926), where it was argued that in reference 
to premises in Wolverhampton, even though the 
evidence showed that according to ordinary stan- 
dards the room would be inadequately lighted, yet 
a different standard must be applied in a manufac- 
turing town such as that. But the Court, in the 
absence of any binding authority to that effect, 
declined to entertain the proposition, and held that 
the standard of lighting required to survive in order 
to eliminate the existence of a nuisance was an 
absolute standard, as the human eye requires as 
much light for comfortable reading or sewing in 
Wolverhampton as in Mayfair. This judgment 
obtained some confirmation by the Court of Appeal 
in Maybury and Ware v. Spickernell (The Builder, 
November 2, 1928), where the Master of the Rolls 
said that it was a wrong principle to suggest that 
because other houses in the area were less well 
lighted the amenities of a better-lighted house can 
be reduced to the same level. 

Here, again, we submit that to introduce elements 


of locality into the question would do away with 


the simplicity of the nuisance test, which in practice 
has proved so valuable, and it was clearly pointed 
out in Horton’s case that although the general 
standard of lighting may be lower in certain dis- 
tricts, this does not affect the. principle that any 
lowering of that standard may constitute a nuisance 
in the particular case. . 

It may finally be noted that in the case we are 
considering the Court intimated that the damages 
would be substantial, and the case was remitted to 
have the damages assessed. -

which the bells are hung. ‘ Owing to 


the size and design of these girders,” - 


says the Bulletin, “ they might not in- 
aptly be termed ‘The Tower Bridge,’ 
for their function is to bridge the huge 
space within the tower walls and they 
are in no sense ties joining the walls 
together. The function of tying in the 
walls is performed by the concrete 
girdle on which the two pairs of diagonal 
girders rest. These girders are only 
fixed at one end, the other end resting 
on roller bearings, thus allowing for 
expansion and contraction due to 
variations of temperature. ... The 
lattice girders are 21 feet deep and 
rest on plate girders placed across the 
corners of the Tower, these plate 

irders in turn resting on the concrete 
girdle. The lower booms of the lattice 
girders are dropped so as to get the 
floor of the ringing chamber which they 
support, as low as possible.” The 
Bulletin also states that considerable 
progress has been made with the in- 
terior of the Welsford Porch, and the 
inner wall has now reached an average 
height of 15 feet. The three doors 
leading through the inner vestibule to 


the Central Space form part of a very 
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elaborate composition of stone and 
glass somewhat reminiscent of the door- 
ways of the great French Cathedrals. 
A number of canopied statues form the 
principal feature of the decoration. 


UnpER the guidance of Sir 

Windows Giles Scott, R.A., while 
Be — me of full scope is allowed to the 
Cathedral, individual talents of the 
artist in glass, the spirit 

of the whole building dictates the lines 
of the design of every window. When 
the next portion of the Cathedral is 
ready, there being as yet no Western 
door, the visitor will, the Bulletin 
states, enter directly into the under 
tower from St. James’-road, through 
the Rankin Porch, or from the opposite 
side through the Welsford Porch. In 
either case he will see facing him the 
three great iancet windows crowned by 
a rose window, all forming one composi- 
tion of splendid glass, with a total area 
of 1,800 square feet, soarmg from a 
height of 51 feet above floor level to a 
height of 166 feet at the summit of the 
Rose. And yet above the Rose he may 
raise his eyes to the groined roof of the 
under tower at a distance of 176 feet 
above him, with its galleries over the 
arches to East and West. The general 
effect of the windows will be a grisaille 
of a light tone, with a smali proportion 
of very beautiful colour introduced in 
it. The glass is being left quite clear 
with the exception of black lines painted 
on it in pigment and fired into it, no 
half-tone shading being introduced.

This little outburst, 
therefore, gives him the opportunity 
to tell us what the schools of rigid 
efficiency and functionalism seem to 
miss—that to lose certain things would 
be to miss much that makes life lovely.

considered. A distinction is drawn 
between isolated buildings where the 
risk of a direct hit is slight and those 
in built-up areas where the risk is 
greater, and it is stated that, while 
in both cases the reinforced concrete 
framed structure is eminently suitable, 
the design of the walls and floors will 
differ. Where the bomb is more likely 
to explode outside the building, ‘“ pro- 
tective walls,” built monolithically 
with the frame, will be more suitable ; 
the cellular framework of reinforced 


.walls and floors constituting a rigid 


monolithic unit offers great resistance 
to the forces resulting from explosion, 
and has an enormous capacity for 
withstanding the shattering and splin- 
tering effects of bombs. Where the risk 
of a direct hit is greater, the “ safety- 
valve’ type of wall is better, the 


maximum security being afforded by ° 


a frame structure in which the walls 
and. floors are so constructed that they 
will yield readily to air pressure re- 
sulting from an explosion inside the 
building, thus preventing injury to 
the structural framework itself and 
permitting of the rapid repair of the 
building.

Scheme (a) requires schools for infants and 
babies, 300 places; and juniors (boys and 
girls), 400 places. Both are to be erected at 
Cofield-road. The schools are to be entirely 
separate units, with separate access and play- 
grounds. Competitors will decide whether 
their schemes will provide separate buildings 
or provide accommodation for the two schools 
in one building. 

In the infants’ school five classrooms are 
required, each of 480-500 sq. ft., and one 
babies’ room of 600 sq. ft. with open fire- 
place. A hall or playroom, 1,200 sq. ft.; 
kitchen; head’s room and staff room, lavatory 
and cloaks, etc. Plans should admit of 
convenient extension by the addition of 
two classrooms of 480-500 sq. ft. each. 

The junior school (boys and girls) is to be 
of seven classrooms of 520 sq. ft. and two 
classrooms of 600 sq. ft.; hall of 1,800 sq. ft. 
(stage exten; head’s room; two staff rooms, 
cloakrooms, lavatories, room for medical inspec- 
tion, etc. Plans should admit of convenient 
extension by the addition of two classrooms 
of 520 sq. ft. each. A parlour-type cottage 
with three bedrooms is required for a resident 
caretaker. 


Scheme (b): Seniors. 
This scheme requires buildings for 260 boys 
and 260 girls, each capable of extension to 


- accommodate 360 pupils. The schools will be 


worked as entirely separate units and must 
be arranged with separate access and play- 
grounds. The portion of the site to be used 
as a playing field may be used by both 
schools in common. Competitors will decide 
whether their schemes provide detached build- 
ings or not. 

The boys’ section calls for a hall 60 ft. by 
30 ft. with stage and dressing-room; two 
science rooms, 600 sq. ft. each; a wood and 
metal room, 1,500 sq. ft.; two art and craft 
rooms, 700 sq. ft. and 600 sq. ft. respectively ; 
three classrooms, 520 sq. ft. each; head’s 
room; two staff rooms; room jointly for 
medical inspection and as library; caretaker’s 
cottage; cloaks, lavatories, etc. Possible 
extension must be provided for one craft 
room, 600 sq. ft., and one classroom of 
520 sq. ft. 

The girls’ section requires a hall 60 ft. by 
50 ft., similar to the boys’ ; two science rooms, 
each 600 sq. ft.; two rooms 750 sq. ft. each, 
not less than 24 ft, wide, each equipped for 
laundry work and cookery; two art and craft 
rooms, of 700 and 600 sq. ft.; three class- 
rooms; head’s room; staff room; joint 
medical inspection room and library; lava- 
iories, cloaks, etc. Future extensions would 
be one craft room 600 sq. ft. and one class- 
room 520 sq. ft. 

General Data.

assembly halls, class- and other teaching 
rooms should be of wood blocks on concrete, 
or other similar floors; corridors, cloak and 
other similar compartments to have grano- 
lithic or similar flooring. The babies’ room 
to be covered with }-in. cork carpet on 
asphalted concrete or some similar material 
to deaden noise. A south-south-east aspect 
is considered the most preferable for the 
teaching rooms. As much as possible of the 
site should be available as a playing field 
after adequate provision has been made for 
asphalted playgrounds. 


PROPOSED TOWN HALL, SOUTHEND. 

The Special Town Hall Committee of 
Southend-on-Sea Corporation have asked the 
Royal Institute of British Architects to nomi- 
nate six architects who have designed and 
supervised the erection of large town hall 
and civic centres, and have obtained from 
the President of the Institute names of six 
such architects.

Memorial to the oe Sir Patrick 
es. 

Srr,—As friends and admirers of the late 
Professor Sir Patrick Geddes, we, the under- 
signed, appeal to men and women throughout 
the world who, like ourselves, owe much to 
the inspiration of Sir Patrick’s life and 
thought and work, to subscribe generously to 
a fund to commemorate his achievements and 
to make his thought and work still more 
widely known. 

The influence of Sir Patrick Geddes as bio- 
logist, educationist, founder of the University 
Halls of Residence in Edinburgh, of the Town 
and Gown Association and, in his later years, 
of the International Halls of Residence—the 
“Scots College ’’—at Montpelier, has spread 
far and wide, though often and in many 
places without recognition of its source. He 
will long be remembered, moreover, as a 


‘pioneer of child-study, regional survey and 


oo at home and overseas, and as 
an inspiring thinker and worker in many fields 
of sociology and civics. 

We feel that an immediate effort should be 
made both to consolidate and to extend still 
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further the influence of his thought and work. 
This aim, we believe, can best be achieved by 
(a) putting the Outlook Tower, Edinburgh, on 
a better financial basis—purchase and endow- 
ment if possible, and () y making it possible 
to have Sir Patrick Geddes’s many articles 
and pamphlets and his unpublished manu- 
scripts carefully examined with a view to the 
more valuable of them being edited and pre- 
pared for publication in volume form. 

The Outlook Tower was founded in Edin- 
burgh forty years ago by Sir Patrick Geddes 
as a type museum of geography, history and 
sociology, and as a centre of civic and 
regional study and activity. It played so 
intimate a part in the development of his 
thought and work that it would be appro- 
priate to establish it upon a permanent basis, 
and to enable it to be further developed as an 
active centre for the dissemination of his 
ideas. 

A peoeinery examination of Sir Patrick’s 
unpublished manuscripts has already been 
made, and has revealed that there is a ver 
considerable body of material, much of whic 
dates from an early period in his career and 
is likely to throw light upon the evolution of 
his thought and to supplement his. already 
published work. The task of examining, 
cr. and editing the material presents 
many difficulties, but we confidently urge 
that it should be made possible for the work 
already undertaken to be continued and to be 
completed without delay. 

Contributions towards these two objects, for 
which the sum of £5,000 is asked, should be 
forwarded to Sir Thomas B. Whitson, LL.D., 
C.A., 21, Rutland-street, Edinburgh. If de- 
sired, contributions may be earmarked for 
(a) Outlook Tower, (b) Publications.

Origin of the Term ‘‘ O-Gee ” as Applied to 
Mouldings. 

In the course of a letter on this subject, a 
correspondent, Mr. J. Henry Taylor, of 
Upper Parkstone, Dorset, writes as follows :— 

““T have been interested in the letter on 
page 6 of The Builder for July 5, by 
‘Timber.’ As an old joiner, and having at 
one time and another worked some hundreds 
of feet of various mouldings by hand planes, 
I have often worked the O-gee, and when 
asked to do so have at once taken up the 
plane commonly known as the O-gee. I have 
often tried, as it were, to fit in the shape of 
the mould with given letters, especially our 
English 0.G. 

"I recently met an old friend, 75 years of 
age, and asked him : ‘ What is the origin of 
the O-gee mould?’ He at once replied: 
‘Why, take our English capitals O and G, 
cut them in half and join conversely, and 
there you have the mould!’ 

“‘T am afraid I cannot easily see the 
resemblance of O-gee mould to Greek letters 
as shown by ‘Timber.’ In ‘ Nuttall’s Dic- 
tionary,’ Ogive, pronounced  O-jive, is 
described as a branch of the Gothic vault, 
and I take it that may mean a branch of a 
mullioned window from the springing line te 
top.” 
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LEEDS SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE 


SECOND ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 


Te second annual exhibition of work by 
the students of the Leeds School of Architec- 
ture was opened in the Leeds Art Gallery by 
the Earl of Harewood, on Monday, July 1. 
Some extracts from his Lordship’s speech 
are given below. Mr. John C. Procter, 
Chairman of the College of Art Board of 
Governors, presided, and others on the plat- 
form were Mr. G. Guest (Director of Educa- 
tion), Mr, Douglas 8. Andrews 
Leeds College of Art), Mr. J. S. Allen (Head 
of the Leeds School of Architecture), and Mr. 
J. H. G. Davies (Ohief Superintendent of 
Technical Schools, Leeds Corporation). 

The exhibition is housed in the two large 
exhibition galleries. One gallery is devoted 
to the work of the students in the first four 
years and the other to the thesis designs 
submitted for the Final Examination for the 
Diploma. Some of the designs are illustrated 
on pages 50, 51, 55 and 56. 

The work in the first room indicates clearly 
the progressive series of studies which the 
student undertakes, ranging from the simple 
studies in massing and colour to the great 
planning and decorative schemes of the senior 
years. It would appear that the historical 
side of architecture still commands respect, 
but the work of the senior years would seem 
to indicate that this historical study is under- 
taken only with a view to meeting adequately 
the problems of the future. 

Apart from the thesis designs (which will 
be considered later), the outstanding feature 
of the exhibition is the fine sense of colour 
displayed in a number of the exhibits. 
There are vigorous and free studies of tradi- 
tional and modern forms shown in a 
series of coloured ‘six-hour’ esquisses, 
such as the ‘‘ Loggia at the Base of a Cam- 
panile,’”’ by Mr. Frank White; an ‘‘ Ex- 
ternal Staircase,”” by Mr. S. Lamb; and the 
*“* Interior Study of a Private Chapel,” by 
Mr, B. Batt. 

An amusing study for the decoration of the 
40 ft. high main studio of the school, also by 
Mr. F. White, attracts particular attention. 
The decoration was intended to form the 
background for a dance called ‘‘ A Ship- 
wreck Party,’’ and shows a white and red 
hull of the ship. The dance orchestra is 
shown playing sitting on a raft. Another 
interesting six-hour sketch is that of Mr. 
Robertshaw for ‘‘ A Riverside Boat-House.”’ 

The serious work of the fifth year is fore- 
shadowed by an arresting scheme for a South 
Coast resort, which makes the utmost use of 
the available space for hotels, theatre, etc., 
without destroying the amenities. 

As a foil to the two dimensional drawings, 
the models of ‘‘ A Lakeside Hotel,” ‘“ An 
Artist’s Studio,” and ‘An Educational 
Centre for Leeds’’ are excellent, 

The increasing importance of the thesis 
work is shown by the need this year for a 
separate gallery (each gallery being some 
80 ft. long by 20 ft. wide). The theses range 
in subject from ‘“‘ A Racing Establishment ” 
(Mr. Webster) and ‘‘A National Sporting 
Club’’ (Mr. Warman) to “A Clothing 
Factory for Saltaire’? (Mr. R. Wales), and 
““A Combined Airport, Bus and Railway 
Station for Bradford,’”” by Mr. Dean. 

Mr. Scatchard has submitted an ambitions 
scheme for the complete replanning of the 
ancient town of Castleford, with well-defined 
quarters for civic buildings, business centre, 
hospitals, sports grounds and housing. It 
would appear that Mr. Scatchard, who at 
first accepted certain existing parts of the 
town, finally decided that in the ultimate in- 
terest of the inhabitants it would be advisable 
to create an entirely new one. The scheme 
appears to take very full advantage of exist- 
ing features in the landscape. Mr. Warman 
presents perhaps the best-planned and logic- 
ally disposed building submitted for the Final 
Examination, in his ‘‘ Sporting Club for 
Leeds.’”’ He has handled a difficult and hilly 
site with skill and reduced to simplicity and 
order the apparent disorder of conflicting 
planning and elevational elements. The 


elevations are simple and impressive and, by 
the use of brick, attempt to offer the ‘‘ hand 
of friendship’’ to Sir Reginald Blomfield’s 
near-by Headrow. All the theses are 
accompanied by reasoned reports, including 
antl estimates of cost, maintenance, 
etc, 

An account of the exhibition would not be 
complete without a reference to the excellent 
method of arranging the drawings. With only 
few exceptions all drawings and sketches are 
standard size and are pinned to a dull black 
paper which defines each drawing. The 
various divisions of the exhibition—year, 
sketch designs, working drawings, interior 
design, thesis, models—are clearly indicated 
by legible and simple white lettering on a 
black ground. The arrangement indicates the 
sense of order which is encouraged and 
developed by architectural training to-day. 


The Opening Ceremony. 

The Earl of Harewood, in opening the ex- 
hibition, urged students, while following 
modern ideas, not to ignore the best prin- 
ciples of traditional architecture, and asked 
them to regard it as an architect’s duty to 
respect a patron’s idea of cost. Among the 
students’ work he had found a number of 
drawings which followed most strictly on 
traditional lines, and a few others which 
broke away towards the newer schools of 
thought in architecture. The line of demar- 
cation betwen the two schools was fine, and 
the point was to discover where tradition 
was fundamental and where it merely 
atrophied invention. 


He suggested that Leeds Parish Church was 
worth study by every architect. If students 
could go to the Parish Church and divide 
the two kinds of work, they would learn a 
great lesson which would take them a long 
way towards eliminating the unnecessary from 
traditional ideas, and enable them to stick 
to the valuable lessons of their ancestors’ 
architecture. 

The speaker declared that it had been sub- 
mitted to him quite seriously by a very 
modern-minded man that the main object in 
modern art was to startle the public. “I 
feel,’’ he said, ‘‘ that to startle your public 
is not a very worthy aim in the practice of 
architecture, for, after all, that is only play- 
ing upon the emotions, which I would describe 
as a degenerate way of attaining fame. It is 
a fact that a considerable number of artists 
have attained fame by startling their public, 
but those who are worth their salt have very 
soon after they have achieved fame become 
more serious practitioners.”’ 

Urging students never to forget the cost 
of building, the speaker said that at Hare- 
wood House he had letters written to impress 
upon the architects of the house the pressing 
necessity of not exceeding their estimates. 
Once an architect was launched upon a build- 
ing, it was difficult for the patron to stop 
him, as it was very easy for the architect to 
involve the client in half as much again as 
he thought he was going to pay. ‘I know 
an architect would put the point of view 
that the patron wants an alteration here and 
there which probably doubles the cost,’’ Lord 


_ Harewood said. ‘“ But I am quite certain, 


nevertheless, that it is the architect’s job to 
see that the costs are not exceeded.”’ 

Congratulating the students on their work, 
his Lordship said that although the School 
was not an ancient one, he was sure it would 
make a very big mark upon the country in 
general, and upon Leeds and Yorkshire in par- 
ticular before very long. 

Mr. Procter, the Chairman, said the 
students worked under great difficulties be- 
cause of the bad buildings, and it was remark- 
able that their work was of such high 
quality, and that the School had attained its 
seme high standing. It stood second in the 

rovinces, and might yet become first. 

Lord Harewood was thanked by Mr. F. 
Barraclough, Chairman of Leeds Education 
Committee, and Mr. Victor Bain, President of 
the West Yorkshire Society of Architects. 
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“ THE BUILDER” DEBATE 
LXXVII.—ARCHITECTS AND THE PUBLIC. 


‘“* That the architectural profession receives 
little consideration or respect from the 
public.” 


Srr,—In stating that any lessons to be 
learnt from this Debate would be directed 
towards those outside the profession, I did 
not imply, as my opponent suggests, that the 
Debate was of no interest to those within 
the profession. It is, however, obvious that 
architects have nothing to learn as to their 
own importance, whereas the public have 
much to learn. ; 

I am not impressed with ‘‘ Negative’s”’ 
attempt to show that the architectural profes- 
sion is capturing the field of domestic archi- 
tecture. The domestic work which was done in 
historical days by surveyors or master crafts- 
meu—we do not know which—is no support 
to the argument that this is not a legitimate 
field for architects. The architects of those 
days obviously were the surveyors or the 
master craftsmen, for personal design is ob- 
vious in this class of work. Because the 
designer has changed his form in modern 
times, that is no reason for saying that such 
work requires no design, as a large section 
of the public obviously believes. In any 
case, it is a known fact that, whereas twenty 
years ago the erection of a domestic build- 
ing of £2,000 value without the services of 
an architect was practically unknown, it is 
uow a matter of fairly common occurrence, 
and the amount of ground which the profes- 
sion has lost in this direction is considerable. 


Neither is it convincing to be told that 
the Town and Country Henning Act is a 
tribute to the profession when many of its 
complications might have been so easily sim- 
plified by imposing a law that building should 
be administered by a qualified architect. If 
the cultured community is so intent on pre- 
serving the amenities, the only reason why 
such a simple law was not framed must be 
that the community has no respect for the 
architectural profession. 

Again this matter of the Registration Act 
cannot be lightly brushed aside. It was a 
law passed by the House of Commons who 
are the representatives of the entire com- 
munity and we cannot permit the public to 
ignore its responsibility in this matter. If 
it were of purely domestic concern, it is quite 
obvious that no Act of Parliament would 
have been permitted, and equally obvious 
that the mere fact of such an Act being 
framed is proof that the subject was con- 
sidered of public interest. We can only 
assume from this that here is another public 
shght upon the profession, judging by the 
mutilated form in which this law: was_per- 
mitted to be placed upon the Statute Book, 
only after difficult and heated discussion. The 
fact that possibly equal injustice was done to 
the dentist does not absolve the public from 
its responsibilities, but merely emphasises 
the need for citizens to take a greater interest 
in the framing of laws to which they are to 
be subject. 

‘“‘ Negative ’’ professes to be hopeful about 
the future of architects in connection with 
municipal work. I must confess that I see 
no room for optimism in this direction, re- 
membering, as we all do, that the housing 
schemes immediately after the War were 
almost without exception administered by 
private architects, whereas such a state of 
affairs to-day is a rare exception. ‘‘ Negative,” 
however, does, somewhat grudgingly, concede 
this argument in my favour, though it is 
difficult to reconcile this strange concession 
with his previous optimism. 

In conclusion, I can only repeat what J 
have said in support of my argument, and 
to state that nothing that has been said in 
support of a contrary view appears to affect 
the question in the slightest degree. I would 
urge the profession to aim with all their 
energies at an amendment of the law to en- 
sure that its services are given full oppor- 
tunity to be exercised in the interests, not 
only of architects, but of the general public.

D.C. The new offices have been built in 
Old Station-road, Loughton, and have cost 
just under £10,000. xternally the build- 
ing is faced with local red bricks of rough 
texture, with Clipsham stone dressings to the 
windows, and similar stone is used for the 
entrance and parapets. 

The building is symmetrically planned, 
with a central entrance porch leading to the 
entrance hall, which is paved with marble 
terrazzo in squares, with polished Clipsham 
stone piers at the central crossing. On the 
north-west side of the entrance is the rating 
department, and on the south-east side the 
surveyors department.

The staircase has a balustrade of polished 
Clipsham stone with marble terrazzo margins 
and skirtings and rubber treads and risers. 
The committee room is planned with direct 
communication with the clerk’s department, 
and is fitted with oak joinery. The council 
chamber is panelled for 7 ft. high with 
Australian walnut left in natural colour and 
waxed only. The furniture was designed by 
the architect and is in English walnut, with 
green leather to the chairs and green velvet 
curtains. The entrance doors to the council 
chamber are in Australian walnut, with 
bronze door furniture. The doors to offices 
are in oak; the floors throughout the offices 
in Burmese teak, and the joinery in the 
offices is carried out in British Columbian 

ine. 

i the second floor there is a com- 
plete flat for the caretaker, with separate 
entrance and staircase, and the remainder of 
the second floor is devoted to store rooms. 
The building is centrally heated from a boiler 
in the basement, the only open fire being in 
the living room of the caretaker’s quarters. 
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The builders were Messrs. F. Hutton and 
Son, Birch, Colchester, and the foreman Mr. 
Stedman, and the following were the prin- 
cipal sub-contractors -—J. Bysouth and Son, 
stonework ; J. Wontner-Smith, Gray and Co., 
Ltd., heating and hot water; J. P. Ryan, 
electrical work; The Kleine Co., Ltd., fire- 
resisting floors; Hollis Bros. and Co., Ltd., 
hardwood floors; Wm.

Museum of Practical Geology, South 
Kensington. 

The new Museum of Practical Geology 
which has been erected at South Kensington 
replaces Pennethorne’s old building in Jer- 
myn-street, Piccadilly, which is now being 
demolished. The new building was designed 
by Mr. J. H. Markham, F.R.I.B.A., of 
HM. Office of Works, and occupies a rect- 
angular site, 100 ft. wide and 312 ft. long, 
immediately north of the eastern wing of the 
Natural History Museum and south of the 
Science Museum, with which it is structurally 
connected by a bridge. It runs east 
and west, with its eastern frontage, 100 ft. 
wide, facing Exhibition-road. The frontage, 
with its colonnade of Corinthian columns, is 
in Portland stone, as is the bridge on the 
north side connecting with the Science 
Museum. The remainder is built in brick 
with stone sills and courses. 

The museum proper comprises three exhi- 
bition floors. together with a basement and 
a reserve and study gallery. The basement, 
with an area of 22,000 sq. ft., is used for 
workshops and for the storage of the Geo- 
logical Survey reference collections, much 
of which is not of exhibition quality but all 
of which has to be retained as evidence upon 
which the publications, both maps and 
memoirs, of the Geological Survey are based. 
The reserve and study gallery, 16,000 sq. ft. 
in area, is situated at the top of the build- 
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ing and is exceptionally well lit from the 
roof. It accommodates in specially designed 
cabinets not only the exceedingly important 
and valuable museum collections made 
the Geological Survey and Museum in the 
course of a hundred years of research and 
investigation, but others acquired by the 
Institution through private benefactions and 
bequests. 

The exhibition space comprises a ground 
floor and two galleries lit by a central well 
with a top-lighted barrel roof and by large 
side windows with sills 4 ft. from floor level 
in the north and south walls. The ground 
floor measures approximately 230 ft. 
100 ft., and has an available exhibition area 
of 22,000 sq. ft. The upper galleries, 
reached by staircases at the east and west 
ends of the building, are each 16,000 sq. ft. 
in area, the total exhibition space thus being 
54,000 sq. ft. 

The office block lies at the western end of 
the building, remote from the public entrance 
to the Museum in Exhibition-road. It 
comprises six floors and contains the library, 
workrooms, and laboratories of the Geological 
Survey and Museum. 

The general contractors were Messrs. Gal- 
braith Bros., Ltd. 


New Buildings, Queens’ College, Cambridge. 

We reproduce an illustration, from a draw- 
ing by Mr. Hesketh Hubbard, R.O.1., R.B.A., 
of the new buildings at Queens’ College, 
Cambridge, designed by Mr. George Drink- 
water, M.C., M.A., R.B.A. The buildings 
will contain 81 sets of students’ rooms, and 
will have a south-west aspect, facing Silver- 
street and Queen’s-green. The drawing 
depicts the new buildings as viewed from 
Laundress-green, just across the branch of 
the river leading to Bishop’s Mill. The house 
on the extreme left is the Old Granary. 
Messrs. Coulson, of Cambridge, are the 
contractors. 


Broadcasting House, Manchester. 

The new studios at Broadcasting House, 
Manchester, comprise : Studio No. 1, Orches- 
tral Studio; Studio No. 2, Talks Studio; 
Studio No. 3, General Purpose Studio; 
Studio No. 4, Dramatic Studio; and North 
Regional Director's Room, acoustically 
treated and usable as a small studio. We 
illustrate Studios 1 and 3. 

Studio No. 1 (the Orchestral Studio) is 
double height, 54 ft. 6 in. by 35 ft. 6 in. by 
23 ft. high, with a balcony seating 48 persons. 
Its silence room is placed within the studio 
itself. Substantially the whole of the wall 
surface of the studio and the ceiling under 
the gallery are covered with building board. 
Both walls and ceiling of the silence room 
are treated in this way. The wall dado is 
covered with a stretched mohair fabric. The 
floor is covered with a carpet, squared up for 
balance and control, i.e., for convenience in 
placing the different instruments of the 
orchestra in their relation to the microphone. 
The heating is by radiators placed behind 
‘* Bakelite non-resonating tubular grilles. 
The doors are faced with ‘‘ Bakelite ’’ lami- 
nated on ply. The balanced-arm microphone 
stand which appears in the photograph of 
this studio is one of a number of stands de- 
signed by Raymond McGrath for use 
throughout the B.B.C. studios. The pre- 
dominant colour (of the walls) is the natural 
tone of building board. The dado 1s 
stretched with a red striped mohair fabric. 
The carpet squares are in two shades of in- 
digo. The radio cases are ebonised, and the 
tubular fronts of these are black ‘‘ Bakelite.” 
The indigo-blue doors have black ‘ Bae 
lite ’’ kicking plates and full-length fincer 
plates. The ceiling of the studio is a pale 
yellow, and the balcony balustrade (except 
the stainless polished top rail) is pained 
bright yellow, as are also the stacking cha’. 
_ Studio No. 3 (the General Purposes Stuc >) 
is 51 ft. 6 in by 14 ft. 6 in. by 9 ft. 6 i, 
with adjoining silence room and vestib» °. 
Building board is used in the acoust «al 
treatment. The studio is simply furnis! od 
with settees between the wall radia‘ot 
casings. The general scheme is as follows :

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BUILDING AND NOISE ELIMINATION 


_ In connection with the Anti-Noise League 
Conference and Exhibition recently held at 
South Kensington, a paper entitled ‘‘ Noise 
and Housing’ was read by Mr. Hope 
Bagenal, A.R.I.B.A. Mr. Bagenal said that 
standards of structure and equipment suit- 
able for industrial and office buildings had 
been thoughtlessly taken over for residential 
ones. For this purpose they were unsuitable 
because the home must provide for sleep, 
and should provide as much shelter for the 
contemplative life as for the physical life. 
Engineering methods produced highly 
stressed frame structures, thin partitions, 
thin structural floors fast fixed to frames, 
hard skin coat plasters, etc., none of which 
tended towards good quality living condi- 
tions. Another factor making for noise in 
domestic buildings was that the public de- 
manded much more than used to be the case 
in the way of luxury equipment and labour- 
saving “‘ gadgets,’’ without being willing to 

y anything extra for those special services. 
The builder, in order to provide them with- 
out loss to himself, saved on the substance 
and quality of the building; with the result 
that the cheap mechanical equipment was 
noisy and the cheap building did not keep 
out noise. 


The Wireless Nuisance. 

The use of wireless was a main reason 
why good solid massive building was neces- 
sary in domestic flats, because a loud-speaker 
capable of making nearly as much noise as 
a sports car or road drill might be put on 
a thin party wall dividing one flat from an- 
other, and might be kept going for hours at 
a time. The prohibition of loud-speakers 
and the use of earphones only in flats was 
one remedy for this annoyance; another was 
having relay wireless service in the block of 
flats with the amplification centrally con- 
trolled. Living rooms should be planned 
against living rooms and bedrooms against 
bedrooms. ’Phis was because a neighbour’s 
wireless heard in one’s living room could be 
masked by conversation or one’s own wire- 
less; but this was not the case if one was 
in the bedroom trying to sleep. 

It was ible to plan buffers to party 
walls in the form of cupboards carried up 
to the ceiling, or in the form of bathroom 
against bathroom, and such precautions were 
especially necessary for bed-sitting room flats 
—in which the loud-speaker might occur in 
every bed-sitting room. Blocks of such flats 
were generally frame structures 
light partitions, and often with the flats 
separated by single partitions only. 

Flats of the more expensive kind could 
be planned so as to be almost wy disso- 
ciated horizontally by staircases and lobbies. 
Bedrooms should be placed on a quiet side; 
small enclosed courts and recesses should be 
especially avoided. An important considera- 
tion in building flats was the degree of quiet 
of the site. On a quiet suburban site there 
would be many more complaints of noise 
transmission through walls and floors than 
would occur with an ordinary London site; 
ae relatively more expense must 
be allocated to sound-proofing in the first 
case than in the second. 


Sound-proof Construction. 

Workmen’s dwellings and tenements of not 
more than four or five floors might have 
brick walls Qin. thick carried up between the 
flats, and then the floors could span in sec- 
tions from. back to front over a spine wall 
and need not have a bearing on party walls. 
Thus, every flat would be separated from 
its oe in the horizontal plane; and 
it might be possible to combine the older 
solid brick construction for y walls with 
lighter frame construction for front, spine, 
and back walls. But the question of floor 
construction bristled with difficulties in 
cheap buildings; for proper ‘sound-proofing 
no structural floor ought to be less than 8 in. 
thick, but such floors were often reduced to 
Sin., and if a threepenny bit. was dropped 


through j in. on to one of the cheap “‘ filler ”’ 
floors used in workmen’s dwellings its ring 
could be heard in the room below, In middle- 
class flats it was possible to insist on the close 
carpeting of all rooms and lobbies, but this 
was not possible in workmen’s dwellings, and 
there should be an insulating floor in every 
living room. Such a floor should be of the 
cushion type laid solid upon structure, and 
eliminating boards and battens altogether. 
The cushioning material should be thick; 
4in. cushioning was almost useless. Two 
inches of compressed reeds or wood wool 
supplied the necessary cushioning over thin 
structural floors, but must be sealed against 
bugs by a thorough screeding. Eel grass, 
asbestos blanket and glass silk were all re- 
pugnant to bugs, but generally required a 
wood floor surface. 


Party-Wall Insulation. 

A method of insulating party walls of 
dwelling-houses was shown in the R.1.B.A. 
Committee’s interim recommendations. Thus, 
the party wall should not be less than 
Qin. thick at an int, including ffre- 
hacks, and joints should be properly es 
up. In living rooms on the ground floor 
some artificial insulation should be added to 
the party wall, such as a quilt or building 
blanket behind battens—in addition to the 
plaster coat and not as a substitute for it— 
and carried up to touch the floorboards 
above. Alternatively, one of the more rigid 
insulating materials might be used; but it 
should be at least ljin. thick, fixed solid 
to the brickwork and with plaster over it. 
The practice of placing “insulating ” 
wall-board on battens on the brickwork 
and omitting the plaster was useless 
against noise; if wall-board was used it 
must be in conjunction with quilt or 
building blanket and the plaster coat must 
not be omitted. On the first floor the floor 
joists should be run, not into the party wall, 
but parallel to it, with bearings on back and 
front wall and on a cross wall or beam. If 
they were on a beam, where this took a 
bearing on the party wall, it should have an 


insulating bed. Cupboards should be put ° 


against the party wall on each side of the 
fire breast ; they should reach the ceiling and 
should not have noisy catches on their doors. 
Another point of some importance was to 
put the water-closet and bath on separate 
floor joists, forming a floor unit of their own. 
Cisterns should not be put on thin partitions. 
Mechanical equipment of any kind. should 
not be put on party walls. Casement win- 
dows of adjoining houses should be so 
planned as to open away from each other, 
not towards each other, because otherwise 
conversation and wireless music might be 
directed out of one window into the other. 

Better quality and more intelligent build- 
ing was the first way to tackle noise. We 
must be on our guard especially against the 
perishable standard house advocated in some 
quarters. This type of dwelling was always 
to be manufactured wholesale in sections of 
some new ply material at a small cost; but 
if it was a cheap ply it would be conductive 
of noise, and if it was an expensive ply its 
work could be as well done by bricks and 
mortar. The reconditioning of stout old 
Georgian and Victorian houses with substance 
in their walls and floors was well worth 
while from the anti-noise point of view, pro- 
vided lime mortar was used and the party 
walls were not cut into. 


New Wing of Westfield College. 

Princess Alice, Countess of Athlone, — 
recently at Hampstead the new wing of West- 
field College, University of London. The new 
wing, which is known as the Orchard Wing, 
makes it possible for the first time for all the 
students to live in college. It is the first of 
the extensions planned under the development

Mr, T. E. Scott, referring to the shortage 
of qualified assistants in the architectural 
profession, suggested that the period of de- 
pression which was experienced a few years 
ago, and the publicity given in the Press, 
had discouraged parents and othera from 
advising young men to enter schools of archi- 
tecture and surveying. In consequence, the 
numbers in the Da School of Architecture 
had fallen from to about 20. For the 
last twelve months. an increasingly large 
number of applications had been made by 
practising mg official architects who re- 
quired assistants, and it had been quite im- 
possible to fill more than a very small per- 
centage of the vacancies available. e 
speaker suggested that the Committee should 
give the matter consideration. 

This matter was discussed by the Com- 
mittee, and it was suggested by Mr. Bispham 
that the attention of the Headmasters’ Asso- 
ciation should be drawn to the state of 
affairs: that exists in the architectural and 
surveying professions in regard to qualified 
ussistants. 

Mr. Scott then drew attention to the scar- 
city of applications for L:C.C. trade scholar- 
ships, pointing out that for reasons similar 
to those already mentioned, the numbers of 
candidates making application for L.C.C, 
trade scholarships into the — school had 
for some years been insufficient to fill the 
vacancies available. No difficulty whatever, 
he said, was experienced in placing boys in 
good positions, and it was emphasised that 
the training provided in the Building Trades 
School was not only arranged with a view to 
training craftsmen, but also fitted boys for 

ts in the drawing offices of specialist 


rms, such as heating, sanitary and struc- 
tural engineers. Many boys had been placed 
in such itions. It was suggested that 


some action should be taken to inform 
teachers and parents of the careers that were 
available in the building and allied indus- 
tries for those who were trained in the 
Building Trades School. 


Mr. explained that the L.C.C. 
had introduced a new scheme in connection 
with trade and junior county scholarships, 
and said it was hoped that as a result more 
students would be sent to technical schools. 

Mr. Scott then dealt with the falling off 
in attendance in the elementary classes in the 
craft sections of the evening school, and to 
the poor attendance of many students. It 
was suggested that the co-operation of em- 
ployers and organisations should be invited 
with a view to encouraging young men to 
attend evening schools regularly in order 
that they might attain proficiency in their 
crafts. It was further suggested that there 
would, in due course, be a marked shortage 
of skilled craftsmen, particularly in ce 
crafts. 

It was pr by Mr. Joyce, and recom- 
mended by the committee, that the attention 
of the London Master Builders’ Association 
should be drawn to the importance of en- 
couraging apprentices and other young per- 
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After discussion it was agreed that the 
next meeting should be held in November. 
The meeting was then terminated by the 
Chairman, who, on behalf of the governing 
body, thanked members for their attendance.

Certain municipalities had displayed con- 
siderable enterprise in their efforts to attract 
new industries, bat in some cases these efforts 
had been wasted through lack of proper pro- 
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fessional guidance. If the knowledge, experi- 
ence and advice of influential practitioners 
could be combined with that of the munici- 
palities, much more could be done to 
encourage the starting of new industries. 


Town and Country Planning. 

The introduction of Town re — Plan- 
ning Was a very necessary per a 
belated in to preserve the beauty and 
amenities of our countryside and to secure a 
better arrangement of our towns. Unfortu- 
nately it was introduced at a difficult time, 
and was not in full ee 
the t building boom t-War days. 
serious obstacle successful 
operation was the scarcity of trained and ex- 
perienced men to administer the Act on wise 
and sensible lines without irritating and pett, 
restrictions. There was no more difficult 
than to plan the development of a district 
for more than a few years ahead, for rarely 
did development proceed upon the li 
originally anticipated or intended. Schemes 
must be ic; and ities for amend- 
ment must be facilitated. Wisdom, foresight 
and a fine public spirit were necessary for the 
satisiactory administration of such schemes 
on the part both of the authorities and of 
the owners and their advisers. 

There was some fear lest the wide powers 
in the new Act icable to built-up areas 
should be arbi y used or even abused. It 
was important that the authorities should 
proceed with care in the consideration of im- 
provement schemes, so that owners might be 
encouraged to —_ them out on fair and 
reasonable lines might not be prevented 
from doing so by the fear of undue 
restrictions. 

Slum Clearance and Compensation. 
ing with slum clearance and compen- 
sation, the speaker said Capt. Glasier, in his 
presidential address last year, commented 
strongly upon the injustice of the methods 
employed in comdemning property included 
in clearance schemes, and on the basis of 
compensation payable under section 46 of the 
Housing Act, 1 After years of criticism 
by professional societies and prominent mem- 
bers of the public, the Government had de- 
cided to give some sma!l measure of relief in 
the Housing Bill now before Parliament. 
The reduction factor was to be abolished, 
and owners were to receive the market value 
of their land as fixed by an official arbitra- 
tor, instead of the reduced value of the site 
for the purpose of rehousing. Some attempt 
was being made to allow the good landlord, 
who had conscientiously maintained his pro- 
y, some small amount of compensation 
‘or his buildings, in addition to the bare 
site value; and shopkeepers also were to 
receive some com: tion. 

These modifications in the law were over- 
due; but other injustices remained, includ- 
ing the fact that the acquiring authorities 
acted as judge and jury in their own cause. 
When British subjects suffered an injustice. 
— the right of appeal to a Court 
of Law; and this right should not be lightly 
surrendered. If the findings of the Criminal 
Court of Appeal had shown that the deci- 
sions of our most eminent jud had some- 
one-si methods for condemni ropert 
as insanitary be supported? 

The local inquiries were conducted by in- 
spectors who were usually permanent officials 
of the Ministry of Health. The confidential 
— which they made to their superior 

were never published; and there was 
no right of appeal against their findings. 
t cases of injustice were reported 
ress. officers o Department con- 
cerned with the improvement of housing 
conditions were the sole judges. Many 
houses which were structurally capable of 
being put inte sound condition were con- 
because of their dilapidated appear- 
ance, which was entirely due to the neglect 
and abuse of tenants. The Minister of 
Health might very usefully cause some edu- 
cational work to be carried out among those 
classes which made the slums. 
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The time was ing when, in the 
opinion of the sanitary authorities, all cot- 
tage property would be considered to be 
worn out and no longer fit for human habita- 
tion when it had reached the allotted span 
of seventy-five years or thereabouts. There 
might be something to be said in favour of 
this view; but its compulsory and sudden 
adoption without any preliminary warning 
would cause hardship. 

He would like to see the introduction of 
some form of pas: Ppa levy, by which pro- 
perty owners could provide a fund for the 
payment of compensation to owners whose 
property was condemned—those remaining in 
possession helping to provide the compensa- 
tion for those whose property received earlier 
treatment. property had been 
equitably dealt with on this principle with- 
out any expense to the public purse. The 
creation of such a fund would enable local 
authorities to look ahead to the replanning 
and rebuilding of the older ions of our 
towns, on broad lines, with the minimum of 
loss to all concerned.

A Government report on Housing Statis- 
tics in connection with the Census of 1931 
pointed out that the rate of increase in the 
population was now only about 22 per cent. 
of what it was before the War, and that in 
the period of six and a half years ending 
March 31, 1941, it was estimated that a 
further 900,000 houses would be uired to 
meet all the needs of the country, including 

lacements for slum clearance and the 
lief of overcrowding. This was equivalent 
to 138,400 houses per annum. When it was 
realised that 321, houses were built in the 
year ending March 31, 1935, and 266,622 in 
the preceding year, it would be seen that 
the present rate of building would need to 
be checked if disastrous results were to be

The 
danger of over-building was intensified at the 
present time because of the large amount of 
money in the country awaiting investment, 
and the ease with which builders and pur- 
chasers could obtain generous advances on 
mortgage, which might encourage the con- 
tinuance of building long after saturation 
point was reached. If their clients’ interests 
were to be saf , members would nee‘ 
to watch carefully the position in their own 
areas and urge caution on builders, mortga- 
gees and building societies particularly. 

It might. be said that the prevention of 
over-building was almost entirely in the 
hands of building societies; and they woul: 
be wise, not only in their own interests but 
in the interests of the co as a whole, 
to apply their minds to the subject, and, by 
a — of sane co-operation, confine furthe: 
building to a reasonable limit, in order ‘ 
avoid the grave menace of a serious slump i» 
values which would affect millions of owners.

As the premises are on a 
main thoroughfare, the oil collects dust and 
dirt, and within a few days the marble is 
covered and is extremely unsightly, and also, 
within a week or so, the oil seems to disappear 
and the marble takes on an appearance of 
unpolished slate. If any readers have had 
similar trowble and found a remedy I should 
very much like to hear of it. Las. 


Sunken Hearth Fires and Smokiness. 

Sir,—I have about 14 flats, and my tenants, 
when fireplaces are renewed, always prefer a 
fire of the sunken hearth type. Some of these 
smoke and cause great inconvenience, although 
there is a good draught in the chimneys. 
One I have fixed in my own house. 
chimney-pot is about 36 ft. above the fire, 
but, in spite of a drain pipe, flue, and a new 
special pot — fitted, at times the smoke puffs 
out badly, spoiling my decorations. Can you 
give me any expert advice as to the cause, 
as neither the builder nor supplier of the 
fireplaces seem to know anything about it? 

Could you give names of makers of corru- 
gated-iron roofing covered with a special dull 
black compound to prevent rust? The 
compound is not bitumastic, but a dull tar 
preparation, which I saw at the B.I.F. about 
a year ago. 

Also, do you know of any special compound 
for use between the tiles and top of baths, 
which will not come loose on account of the 
expansion of the bath when very hot water 
is used?

remedy. There are no legal processes by 
which the owner of the lower can force the 
owner of the higher to permit him to “ build 
through his eaves,’ even though all making- 
good is done. The owner of the lower should 
negotiate with the owner of the higher with 
a view to terms being arranged suitable to 
the parties,

Sir,—There are no processes by which an 
adjoining owner can be forced to permit the 
cutting off of the eaves of his building, even 
though the space under same is not a part 
of his freehold. In view of the fact, how- 
ever, that most properties are likely, at some 
future time, to rebuilt, it is rarely that 
an owner takes up such an uncompromisin 
position, but will generally agree to suc 
work being carried out in return for similar 
concessions in the future.

THE WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


Building Trade Accidents. 

Sir Joun Smion, Home Secretary, in reply 
to Mr. Jog, said that if the figures for the 
last five years were compared, there would 
not appear to be any material change in the 
proportion of accidents in the building trade, 
and he was advised that the increase in 1934 
over 1933 might be fully accounted for by 
increased building activity and by better 
reporting of accidents, to the need for which 
the attention of employers was recently drawn. 


It had, however, been recognised by 
his Department for some time past that the 
situation called for further inquiry, and he 
had just appointed Mr, G. 8, Taylor, Deputy 
Chief Inspector of Factories, specially asmsted 
by three other inspectors, to make a report 
(after consultation with bodies concerned and 
after any necessary inquiries) reviewing the 
accident risks in the building industry 
the precautions already adopted, whether by 
way of regulations or otherwise further 
measures might be desirable. 


Ribbon Development. 

The Restriction of Ribbon Development 
Bill was considered in Standing Committee of 
the House of Commons. There are some 360 
amendments, but it is hoped to get the Bill 
through all its stages before the end of July. 

On Clause 1 (which empowers highway 
authorities to adopt, by resolution, standard 
widths for roads), : 

Mr. Witttams moved to delete the words 
‘With a view to providing for adequate and 
safe passage for traffic along any road "’ which 
appeared at the beginning of the clause, 

Mr. Hore-Berisua, Minister of Transport, 
said that if the Committee thought that the 
words had any limiting effect with regard to 
amenities he would not press for their reten- 
tion in the Bill. They were merely an indica- 
tion that the highway authority was to have 
regard to the safe passage of traffic, and the 
question of amenities was. dealt with in 
Clause 2. 

The amendment was carried by BW votes 
to 10. 

Str A. Witson moved to exclude from the 
clause roads in a built-up area, as defined in 
the Road Traffic Act, 1934. He said that 
roads in built-up areas were already develo 
for the most part beyond recall, and t 
many of these areas were subject to i 
Acts and to the Town Planning Acts. they 
were not excluded from the clause there would 
be confusion and delay, 

Mr. Hore-Betisma said that he had put on 
the order paper a new clause which he con- 
sidered would cover the point, and which 
gave the Minister power to remove restric- 
tions, on the application of the highwa 
authority, that had been made under Clause 
and had been found unnecessary for any par- 
ticular road. 

After some debate Mr. Hore-Belisha said 
that standard widths under Clause 1 did 
not automatically come into operation, bat 
only did so when a resolution had been 
by the highway authority and approved by 


the Minister. Consequently, a highway 
authority could refrain from putting a 
standard width into effect. But under 


Clause 2 the restrictions on building develop- 
ment along frontages on classified roads did 
automatically come into effect. His mew 
clause provided that if a local authority 
desired to remove those restrictions in a 
built-up area it could make an application to 
the Minister under the procedure laid down 
in the clause. The amendment which had 
been proposed would necessitate a special de- 
finition of ‘‘ built-up area’’ for the purposes 
of this Bill. The Road Traffic Act of 1934 
was a temporary measure, and its definition 
of a built-up area as one in which there was 
a system of. street lightin would not be 
appropriate to this Bull. e new cleuse

PART AND NOTICES. 
SUBMISSION OF PLANS. 


The stage is now reached when the builder 
has decided to erect a building on the site, 
and for that purpose plans have to be pre- 
pared for submission to the local authority. 
A word may be said here upon the 
advisability of having the plans drawn a 
person who is eminently suited to do so. 
arrangement of the plan of a house is of 
primary importance, but its rance is 
also worthy of the hand of the architect. 
Nor is it advisable to alter a satisfactory 
design without consulting the designer, for 
the alteration in the shape or size of a window 
meri 

Economy is often blamed for ineffective 
designs, and not without reason- One might 
go so far as to parody a famous saying and 
write : “‘ Oh, Economy ! sins are com- 
mitted in thy name!” In other cases, 
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external appearances have been subordinated 
to the demands of a convenient and well- 
arranged plan; or again, they may have ben 
subordinated to the security of damp- and 
weatherproof construction. The person who 
is to live in a house cannot be blamed for 
regarding these as first essentials—particularly 
if he is anxious to get away from a badly 
er cases, the external appearance :na 
be affected-adversely by the client’s faddatence 
—_ certain features which, althongh suit- 
le in a house of another shape, may be 
entirely out of place in the proposed plan. 

Frequently, however, errors of design arise 
from the lack of knowledge of what is good 
design and how to achieve it. It is true that 
tastes differ, even amongst the leading men 
of the architectural profession, and even in 
different periods of time. Yet arising out of 
the tradition of building there are certain 
canons of good taste which are fairly well 
established. It is good policy, therefore, to 
employ a person who is able to turn out a good 
design, based upon well-planned arrangement, 
secure in being damp- and weather-proof, and 
of Peay external and internal rance. 

foregoing remarks have little bearing 
on building by-laws, but with the development 
of town-planning, which demands that de- 
signs must be of a good standard and that 
they harmonise with their surroundings, it is 
becoming of increasing importance that 
igns should not contravene the canons of 
taste. 

To revert to the submission of plans as 
demanded by the building by-laws, here we 
have rules which are now fairly well estab- 
lished. The architect of his own accord plans 
the house from the front—the front walls of 
the house being the nearest to him as he 
— this has become the general 
tule. 


THE WORKING DRAWINGS. 

The by-laws demand that the scale of the 
working drawings is to be not less than one 
inch to every eight feet, although this may 
be varied in a large building, when a scale of 
one inch to every sixteen feet is allowed. The 
scale should be stated or drawn on the sheets, 
as may be required by the local authority. It 

The plans floor and the sections of 
each story, floor and roof of the building are 
to be shown in a clear and intelligible manner ; 
the elevations may be necessary in order to 
show the sizes of the windows or the sanitary 
arrangements. 

Notice of Intention to Erect Building. 

The following information is also required 
and is quoted from the model by-laws :— 

56/58. (1) Every person who intends to con- 
struct a building to which the foregoing by- 
laws relate shall give to the council notice in 
writing of his intention and shall send or 
deliver the notice to the clerk or surveyor vf 
the council together, so far as may be neces- 
eary to show whether the building complics

Information on Deposited Plans. 

(3) He shall show upon the plans and sec- 
tions the following particulars, so far as may 
be necessary to show whether the building 
complies with any of the foregoing by-laws 
which apply to it: 

(a) the position, form and dimensions of 
the foundations, walls, floors, roofs, chim- 
neys, and the several parts of the building ; 

(6) the form and dimensions of any 
water-closet, earth-closet, privy, fixed ash- 
pit, or cesspool to be constructed in connec- 
tion with the building ; 

(c) the level of the site of the building, 
the level of the lowest floor of the build- 
ing, and the level of any street adjoining 
the curtilage of the building, in relation to 
one another and above some known datum. 
The working drawings should indicate the 

arrangement of rooms, offices, walls, doors, 
windows, fireplaces, wall ventilators, rear 
paved yard, the drain fittings and positions 
of drain connections, wastes, soil pipes, vent- 
shafts, anti-siphonage pipes, and as much 
information as possible which is necessary 
according to the by-laws. 

The plans are to be drawn on “suitable 
and durable material,’ and this generally 
means linen. What is abhorred by an office 
responsible for the recording and filing of 
plans is a tracing paper which becomes brittle 
with age. If on tracing cloth, the lines 
should be drawn on its unglazed side; all 
lines drawn or printed on the submitted 
drawings should be such that they cannot be 
rubbed out in the way that lead pencil lines 
can be erased. Waterproof ink is now of 
general use and is satisfactory. 

The walls of the plans and sections are 
usually shown in heavy distinctive lines or 
colour—or both; or again, hatching may take 
the place of the colour. Colours vary in dif- 
ferent districts, and the general harmonious 
effect of the colouring of the drawings may 
affect. the selection. Linen prints are now 
generally accepted by the local authorities, 
and very often with the walls of the plans 
and sections coloured in red. 


DRAWINGS FOR SPECIAL CON- 
STRUCTION. 


It may be necessary to submit plans for a 
steel-framed or reinforced concrete construc- 
tion. The ordinary by-laws do not deal with 
such walls specifically, and the following is 
an additional sub-clause to the model by-laws, 
and all such additions will be indicated by 
brackets. Deletions will be indicated by 
parentheses, 


Particulars of Steel or Reinforced Concrete 
Construction. 

56/58. (5) [‘‘lf he shall intend to con- 
struct any wall of the building of steel fram- 
ing in combination with bricks, stone or other 
hard incombustible materials or of reinforced 
concrete he shall also send or deliver to the 
clerk or surveyor complete drawings, showing 
all details of construction and the size and 
position of any reinforcing bars or metal 
framing, a specification of the materials and 
the proportions = the concrete (if it is to 
be used) and requisite calculations of 
strength.""] 

There is now a definite standard available 
for such construction, namely, British Stan- 
dard Specification No, 449, 1932, ‘“‘ The Use 
cf Structural Steel in Buildings.” This 
specification includes concrete, brickwork and 
‘nasonry, and is recommended by the Minister 
of Health as a guide for use with Building 
By-laws. 

_It would be advisable for persons submit- 
‘ing drawings of such construction to be in 
“ position to guarantee that the designs are 
‘c the strength requirements of this specifica- 
‘on. Specialists of repute, who design steel, 
‘omposite or reinforced concrete construction, 
will readily design to these requirements and 
five the required guarantee.

NATIONAL WATER 
SUPPLIES 


At the annual general meeting of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, held in Glas- 
gow from July 1 to 6, the presidential 
address, dealing with the subject of 
‘* National Water Supplies,” was given by 
Mr. Edwin Thompson, J.P. 

Water supply was, said the President, one 
of the very first problems which exercised the 
minds of the first living things on this earth, 
and yet here we were in 1935, living in a 
country with an abundant rainfall, faced with 
the fact that it was to-day a problem which 
called for immediate close investigation. 
Nowadays, however, it was a problem of 
national water policy rather than just water 
supply. It was interesting to read the com- 
ments made by the various Commissions and 
Select Committees which had dealt with the 
subject of water supply in the past, most of 
which had indicated the need for joint action 
by authorities in a particular source. In 
1868 a Royal Commission was appointed to 
inquire into the domestic water supply of 
Great Britain and the pollution of rivers, and 
one of the recommendations was ‘“ that no 
town should be allowed to appropriate a 
source of supply which naturally and geo- 
graphically belongs to a town or district 
nearer to such source, unless under special 
circumstances which justify the appropria- 
tion.’ Although it was nearly seventy years 
since that recommendation was made, there 
was, nevertheless, that same spirit of localism 
in connection with every scheme of magni- 
tude, although no nearer town or district 
could possibly develop the large catchment 
areas to the full and economical extent that 
had been done by our large cities in the past. 
“There can be no argument,’’ declared the 
speaker, ‘‘ in favour of complete appropria- 
tion by one authority of such sites to the 
exclusion of all others if others are in need 
or likely to be so.”’ 

The setting-up of Regional Advisory Water 
Committees fag been advocated by Dr. I. G. 
Gibbon, of the Ministry of Health, and, since 
he proposed it in 1924, it had been approved 
4 successive Ministers of Health, and Sir 

ilton Young had taken an active part in 
forming them. Regional Advisory Com- 
mittees had been set up in certain parts of 
the country with the main object of securing 
the co-operation of several water authorities, 
whose interests in the supply and source of 
water appeared to be on common ground, and 
it was hoped that such action would lead to 
the more efficient and economical use of 
sources of supply by joint interest and 
responsibility, but individual interests made 
this task a difficult one. There were far too 
many instances in the country where money 
had been wasted by duplicating water works 
unnecessarily for purely selfish reasons. If 
such committees could be formed to cover the 
country and be composed of men who would 
think imperially instead of just the interests 
of their own locality, surely they would be 
of use to the Water Survey Committee, and 
would help to speed up the time when this 
country had an adequately and economically 
distributed water supply.

CONCRETE FOR DAM 
BUILDING. 
EXPERIMENTS ON THREE SCOTTISH 
DAMS. 

A sviLpine research report* issued this 
week by the Department of Scientific and 


Industrial Research, suggests that the dis- 
covery of a cement with a low generation of 


heat during setting would. enable gt 
concrete structures such as dams to 
erected much more rapidly, in some 


cases at as much as three times the 

resent rate, with no more risk of cracking. 
n a large concrete mass the heat generated 
by the concrete during setting cannot escape, 
and the difference in temperature between the 
surface and the interior may cause cracking 
in the surface layers. As evidence of the 
importance now attached to the selection of 
cements for mass concrete work from this 
point of view, the report states that a special 
committee has been appointed by the Inter- 
national Commission on Large Dams of the 
World Power Conference to deal with the 
matter. 

The present report describes observations 
carried out, in co-operation with the Depart- 
ment, by the consulting engineers of three 
large dams in course of construction in Scot- 
land on the temperature rises during setting 
in the centre of the huge masses of concrete 
composing the dams. The dams on which 
this work has been done are the Laggan dam, 
near Fort William, which is 700 ft. long and 
138 ft. high; the Tongland dam, near Kirk- 
cudbright, which is about 850 ft. in length, 
and the Clatterinshaws dam, across the 
Blackwater of Dee, which has a total length 
of 1,450 ft. and a height of 70 ft. 

The object of the experiments was to com- 
pare the temperature rises under practical 
conditions for the various cements used with 
the results of laboratory determinations made 
by the methods developed at the Building 
Research Station. The results show that 
these methods are completely adequate for 
judging the performance of a specific cement 
rom the point of view of temperature rise 
when used in mass concrete work when the 
heat loss is extremely slow. The report 
points out that the existence of high tempera- 
tures in the heart of the dam with a much 
lower temperature at the surface must result 
in higher stresses near the surface of the 
concrete which may cause cracking. The 
observations on the Laggan dam showed that 
at about 10 ft. from the surface the tempera- 
ture gradient might amount to about 50 deg. 
Fahr., while between the heart of the dam 
and the air-exposed surface it might be 
55 deg. Fahr. Cracks became visible in 
about three weeks to one month, but had 
not penetrated to the inspection gallery, 
8 to 11 ft. from the surface, at the end of 
20 months. It is shown that the stresses 
set up due to the temperature gradient 
probably exceed 300 Ib. per sq. in. This 
value, the report states, is excessive, and 
if cracks are to be reduced to within reason- 
able limits the stresses should not exceed 
at the most 150 Ib. per sq. in. This, in 
turn, means that the temperature gradient 
should not exceed 25 deg. Fahr. To achieve 
this, the rate of placing layers of concrete 
similar to that used in the Laggan dam, 
which is made with a cement which generates 
65 heat units per gram at seven days, would 
have to be restricted to about 6 in. per day~- 
that is to 3 ft. 6 in. placed at intervals of not 
less than seven days.

SPECIFIC PERFORMANCE. 


In our issue for June 28 we published in 
our Law Reports a case, William Willett, 
Ltd., v. Horder, where a claim for specific 
performance of a contract based on certain 
correspondence failed. The defendant was 
the owner of a plot of land at Wimbledon, 
and the plaintifis owned other plots in the 
vicinity, the land having been bought for 
development as building sites. Development 
was slow, and on April 4, 1934, the defendant 
had requested the plaintiffs to find a pur- 
chaser for his plot, and had, on an inquiry 
as to the price, asked the plaintiffs to offer 
him any price they could get. Later the 
defendant had written to the plaintiffs asking 
them if they would give £300 for the site. The 
plaintiffs replied that they were prepared to 
accept his offer to sell at £300, and asked 
the defendant to get his solicitors to com- 
municate with their solicitors and complete 
the matter. The defendant took no steps to 
do this, and he did not reply to further com- 
munications on the matter, and subsequently 
the plaintiffs brought this action for specific 
performance. 

The action failed because the Court held 
that it was by no means certain that when 
the defendant wrote his letter inquiring 
whether the plaintiffs would offer he 
was intending to make a concluded contract 
until there had been such a contract settled 
7 solicitors, and it was certain that the last 
thing he intended was to make a conclusive 
offer of sale which the plaintiffs should turn 
into a contract.
